WASHINGTON—Signing of tho 
revenue bill by President Wilson on 
his special train enroute to Wash- 
ington last night puts into opera- 
tion tho machinery for collecting 
six billion of taxes this year. 


Higher taxes provided in the new 


bill go 'nto effect today on liquor 
and soft drinks including near beer, 
ffrapo juice, soda water and' mineral 
u-atera and on tobacco and Bo-called 
luxuries. 
Anticipating- the Imposi- 


tion of new taxes, thousands of gal- 
lons of whiskey had been withdrawn 
from government bonded warehouses 
•within the last week with tax paid 
at the old rate of ?S.220 r. gallon to 
escape the higher rate of $6.40 a gal- 
lon now effective. 
Articles in the 


"luxury" class on which new -coxes 
fro into effect today include automo- 
biles and motor accessories, pianos, 
sporting goods, chewing gum, cam- 
eras, candy, fire arms, slot machines, 
toilet soaps and art goods. The tax 
is paid by tho manufacturer. Other 
fDaturas of the tax bill which go In- 
to effect today but which ere retro- 
active arid which consequently are | 
not practically affected by the time] 
of tho signing of the .bill, include tha 
following:

Voice of the People 


OST students who push their studies of jurisprudence back 
of American originals, are surprised at the paucity of legis- 


lation. So far as statutory law disclqses, the gentlemen of par- 
liament were almost unaware of the existence of the business 
world. Not so the judges of that day. Their business was not 
particularly to construe statutes, but to arbitrate between man 
and man, and to apply to litigation the customs of trade. Their 
task was not unlike that of David, who sat in the door of the 
temple and judged the disputes that were brought before him. 
Evidently they who sat upon the wool-sack slept with open win- 
dows and practiced deep breathing. They had the true vision 
of natural justice—of a harmony that pervades all nature, and.to 
which the relations of men may be attuned. There were giants pot 
in thOfiC days. Our hats are off to the men who put the Common 
in the common law. Not the judges alone, but the men of the 
business world, who by their daily, lives felt out the true rela- 
tionships between man and man, and built up the code of cus- 
tom, which in the courts was standardized and applied. 


Businesses of that day were small and individual. The re- 


lations of men were natural. The customs of the day tailed off 
gradually to the volk-moot and phratry. Contrasted with ,tha 
present day, there has been more change in the business world 
in the last century and a half than is disclosed in the written his- 
tory of all previous time. The steam engine and corporations; 
electricity and high finance—what have they to do with the days 
of Franklin, of Jesus, or of Menes? Nothing new under the 
sun? Why everything is new 1 Everything save one: same old 
crust of convention—same old laws that were so carefully and 
skillfully erected by the English courts, and that so admirably 
served the times for which they were designed. 


Who is to blame? 
Oh, nobody in particular. '•>- Man may 


publish the hidden laws of nature, and apply them to the ele- 
ments of earth and air, out who can role the customs and man- 
ners of men? We are stUl looking at things through the eyes 
of the ancients. We are sending our boy orators to congress, to 
view with alarm and to expond the words of the fathers. 
We 


elect a new congress in November and seat them in March, be- 
cause it took a lot of time to bring together the patriarchs of 
America when a saddle horse was their conveyance. 
Every act 


of our representatives must be stretched on a Procrastean bed 
devised by men who never saw a locomotive nor rode hi a street 
car. 


The guiding principle of the earlier days was laissez faire, 


and for a day when men's relations were individual it was suf- 
ficient. But today our relations are not between man and man<- 
The business of the nation is conducted by corporations; its labor 
is performed by individuals. There is no parity between the 
two. If we are intent upon reestablishing the old balance, it 
may be done, but not between individuals and corporations. We 
may balance aggregates of labor against aggregates of capital, 
recognizing not only the privilege but the duty of collective bar- 
gaining on the part of labor. That would not be the ultimate 
solution, for we could never rest content that ten per cent should 
own, and ninety per cent should operate; but the contest would 
be between equals, and humanity could safely abide the outcome.

Dear Mother and Father: 


Received your letter No. 64, -wrote

15, yesterday afternoon.

was the first letter I have received 
for quite awhile. 
It seems that ev- 


ery so often our mail gets held up 
and we don't receive any for a week 
or two at a time. 
I can't imagine 


why you didn't get any mail from 
mo for so long after the armistice 
was signed because I wrote an awful 
lot at that time. 
Especially am I 


disappointed that father didn't get 
the Dads'- Christmas Letter that I 
wrote him. It was the longest let- 
ter I have written sitice I have been 
n the service. 
It was even longer 


than that groat bis letter I •wrote to 
Hubert and that was a whopper. It 
took me three days to write this let- 
ter. 
It filled up almost six pages 


of this size paper and ringle space 
typewritten. 
This letter is double 


space. 


I was under the impression that 


the flu epidemic was checked in the 
states. But according to your letter 
you are still having it. 
It is a won- 


der we don't have more of'it here 
with all the rain we get. 
It rains 


every day. 
I think that we have 


hr.d just one day since Christinas 
ih.it it didn't rain. 


Let me tell you of my experiences 


Sunday. Sunday morning three oth- 
er fellows and 1 started out on an 
exploring expedition in our Ford 
truck. 
We went to the old battle 


grounds near Verdun. 
'Duadman'a 


Hill and Hill 20-1 are the places we 
•went to explore. They ccrtainlyare 
interesting.places to look over. Not 
a foot of level ground for miles and 
miles. 
Nothing but trenches and 


shell holes. 
Hand grenades and 


"duds" (unexplodcd shells) of all 
sizes laying about by the thousands. 
Any number of dead men, both 
French and German. We could tell 
the difference 
by the shoes they 


wore. The Germans all wore leather 
boots and the French regular shoes.

down, but how hard to start out 
walking again. 
Well as I said we 


got to Verdun .at 10:30, but too late 
to'do any telephoning. 
So we had 


to look for a place to bunk for the 
jiight. We met a captain of the 18th 
Engineers and asked him if he could 
put us up for the night. 
He took us 


in one of the barracks and told ns 
we could make the best of it such aa 
it was. 
Well we had to go to bed 


on a wooden bed without any. blank- 
ets. 
I wrapped my leather jerkin 


around my feet, my coat around .my 
knees and my mackinaw around my 
shoulders, but I liked to have froze 
before mominpr. 
Oh, but it got cold 


and I had a hundred kinks in my 
back in the morning from that nice 
soft bed. In the morning we tele- 
phoned in and the majors car was 
sent after us and we got back to 
camp • that afternoon at 1 oclock. 
My 'legs are still tired. 
You can 


imagine walking thirty kilometers or 
about 18 o_r twenty miles in six 
hours. 
Quite a trip. 
So we sure 


did pay the price for our trip.

I>on't know any more yet about I 


when we will got home than I did 1 
after the first day after the armis- 
tice was signed. All I can do is live 
in hopes that wo will soon leave.

The company claimed 
that the valuation of "1917 was too 
low; that war had shot prices of 
materials up and .that instead of the 
plant. being -worth • approximately 
$1,015,000 as it was in 1917, it was 
now at_the close of the war worth 
$2,000,000. Tho commission denied 
the new claim. The matter was ar- 
gued in the courts. Judge Stevens 
finds that the ,1917 valuation is not 
the correct valuation; neither would 
the valuation made at the close of 
the war, when title was to pass. He 
held that tho time th« action WES 
instituted is the date when the valu- 
ation should be fixed. While the 
decision does not say so, the opin- 
ion of engineers is that this latter 
valuation would be still lower than 
tho one made in 1917, and that in- 
stead of getting an increase in the 
valuation, the company has reduced 
its valuation. 


Under this decision it will be nec- 


essary for the railroad commissioii 
to wake a new valuation as of 1911.

ter received from Major Henry Jer- 
vey, assistant chief of staff and" di- 
rector of operations, Washington, 
in reply to a resolution offered by 
Assemblyman Ballard, and passed 
by both houses of the 
legislature. 


Secretary Hull transmitted the re- 
ply to the legislature Tuesday. 


"The war department appreciates 


;he necessity of the early return of 
soldiers to the farms from 
which 


;!iey came; and it jB the intention to 
bring this about as rapidly as pos- 
sible," says the reply. 


"The war department - has 
not 


deemed it for the best interests of 
the. country OB a whole to issue or- 
d?1* directing the general discharge 
of all farmers, because it is not re- 
"garded. as equitable to excuse any 
particular class from 
contributing 


its quota to the accomplishment oi 
the large amount of work still re- 
maining for the army to do, but as 
the forces in this country are being 
steadily reduced, more and more 
fanners will of course be relieved. 
At all times during demobilization 
individuals may make application 
for their discharge under Circular 
77, War Department, 1918, 
which 


provides for the discharge of indi- 
vidual enlisted men upon their own 
application, in case they are needed 
£o resume employment or in indus- 
trial occupation in which there is 
urgent need'for their services, or 
whether there is sickness or distress 
in the soldier's family. It is not 
however, possible to discharge im- 
mediately on his »wn application 
every soldier who requests Buckdia' 
charge, even to return to farming 
or other essential industry. It must 
•j reSembeiled that there is con- 
siderable need for military forces for 
supply, debarkation, hospital and'de- 
mobiJization work, as well as for 
protecting the Mexican border and 
garrisoning our insular possessions 
There are certain soldiers whose 
services cannot yet bo spared. For 
them the emergency is not yet oven 
and loyal and self-sacrificing men 
must serve. 
. 


"The war department is pleased to 


note that the Wisconsin state legis- 
lature while urging tho earliest pos- 
sible discharge of as many as pos- 
sible of the men who were engaged 
HI farm work in Wisconsin at the 
fame they entered the service of tHe 
united States, does not urge that 
every man in the service formerly a 
•farmer; regardless of .how. essential 
ne may be in the military service 
during the present emergency, must 
.be arbitrarily discharged 
immedi- 
ately from the military service "
